■ To THE Editor: — Tlio Uliiiioso aro iiuru, 
and always will be here, iimi no country 
has ever beou able to turn them out of its 
ddmaih." It is not the dtiiy of the gov- 
ernment to turn them out, but politicil 
wisdom ouj^ht to encourage iheni in waya 
to be beneficial to the country. Probably 
the Chinese themselves, if loft alone, 
will find the way as u matter of iieceaeity, 
for they must feed and clothe, such 
being the case with all human beings. 
'Mihdj^a'jflstrictive' law is in force to pre- 
venFaiiy'iiicreaBe in the nuinbor of thuae 
who are here and those preaer.t; wiien 
the immense urea of the pruvince is coii- 
aidered, leavinj^out of the r]ueatiijii out- 
side territorioE, they are oninpiiratively 
small in number, and probably will bo- 
oome fewer, when they find other places 
where they, like Europeans, thinU thoy 
can better themselves. The Cliiuesu 
ought to be looked upon as so much force 
or power — capable of utility. Liule, if 
any more, can bo said of ourselves. It 
matters not that they are lorei;^n ma- 
chines — in fact, many of the impuUtion 
are foreign also, and they should consider 
tEis before intejforiDg so oatentalioualy 
in the affairs of .jur country. These 
foreign machines, like Ohineae, seek to 
live. If they cannot find wmk will u" 
elsewhere, but are less likoly to .'sett I o 
and produce evun than the Chinese, and aa 
]ittle likely to become citizens. The fact h 
I the Chinese spoke English and dressed 
after the European fashion they would boas 
good'as any one else for the pnrpoao of col- 
onization, and their distinctive marks would 
in a great measnre disappear like the Jews. 
Well, the . province has so nincli force 
and power within its doiniiiu. The province 
has likewise numerous undevelopfnl fo- 
souroea. Are the forests cleiirctl? Are 
tho lands cnllivated? Are not our very 
proviaions every diiy imported from lorci^'u 
places? Are our deltas and occiisiouiiUy 
anbmerged lands dyked? IIiis there been 
any but the mosltriviiil development of our 
marine fisheries? Are then not uumerouH 
other resourcesyet lying almost untouched? 
la'fidt,' IS not everything in an infant state? 
Surely there~ls plenty of room for all Ibo 
power we have, and more too. Surely there 
IS plenty of room for Ohinoso, Jiipiuiene 
and western machines. Snrc^ly it in wvoiif; 
to prevent by legislation tho power being 
utilized. If one machine be huttei- than the 
bther.competition will show; no doubt, each 
will fllid itE sphere. But is there any good 
I'oason for preventing the use of theso 
Bjaclifues, pOssessiut; f^'rent power, inli^lli- 
goiit, self-repairing, andcapiihlo of locotuo- 
tion, of moving from i)!aoo to plaoo, when 
and where required? A great deal is heard 
against monopoly. Surely our govern- 
ment doea not mean to give a monopoly to 
the western machine and exclude all olhersi 
Some machines are useful lor one purpose, 
some for another. And snrrly there is room 
enough in the province for various ma- 
chines to develop its resources — the one 
grbttt thing wanted. If ever Ihc province 
is to be anything it must be no by being a 
producing country. Tho day has gone by 
for its living us a mere mendicant upon tho 
doles of England or Ottawa. There is, 
then, the power in the country — these are 
the machines; it will be wise to give them 
all fair play, allow them all to compete. 
They will employ themselves, perhaps, in 
different channeLs as beat i-uita them, out 
the produce of this employment tnusi >io 
beneficial to the country at lar;;e. It will 
not do to take simply a Victorian view i>f 
of this matter. Victoria is not the wholtj 
ppyinga, ' YJiere ' may seein to be too 
tnuoh machinery at present. There arc 
foe various reaaons a w:uit of omiilf)yment 
thereof, but when the winter has pnased 
— a month or two henco — these machines 
being posse»aed of locomotion will move 
around and abroad and expend their force 
\n production, and the suopoaed suppr- 
fjhijindanpe wi)l disappear from Victoria, 
^fho re?onraes of this province lie dormant 
— dormant, it is said, for wi;nt of capital 
-T-naaohinery labor is capital, but capital 
is of little value excepting it be utilized. 
B.UF9ly;it.wqul]d ^8 wise if the government 
allowed this capital to bo iispti — surely it 
W()i;ld be unwise to reject it. All that is 
IinnABsary is to givo it fair ulav — fair coin- 
petitiou — and there is plenty room and 
pppoftnnity for it. Loolt at Ihe inilliona 
of acyes yet untilled, uncleared; look at 
^^e uncultjvated sqas: look at the buried 
fpinprals^look at our unbounded resources, 
^oWbiittdflrpMkDOwnjlook at thorn behind 
obBtfuotivp-tiKFfl of obstruotive legislation. 
Tbroff ^t|ie|ni;i)peD to 'Oomp»tition and 



surely benefit will result; but go on adopt- 
ing the dog in the mangor policy and in- 
jury will eiiauo to the body politic. Surely 
tho railway mai^nates will allow Chinese 
to settle on their lands: surely tho gov- 
ernment will do likewise. If it is true 
that Chinese will not settle on land no 
harm can poasibly result. If they will 
Bottlo the numbar of eastern inachinea is 
so umall compared with the area of land, 
they would appear as more scattered dots. 
If they choose to fish, let them, in fact let 
tho machines be used or use them- 
selves as most advantageous. They 
have done much good and may 
ao much more. Theso maceines are 
consumeri), — they cimauino tho produce 
of the farmeia iind country — most of tho 
things used in this country being foreign 
uroductions it mfttlors little where they 
come from; but would it not bo wise to 
give rootu for raising them in British 
Oolumbiit. ■ No country was ever ruined 
having too much food — many people havo 
been from having too little. 

L oople talk a great deal about the glor- 
ious Canadian Pacific railway. Well, 
what have we to export by that road I Is 
is not time tiio province began to think of 
getting some advantage from that means 
of exit 1 Is it not time that our hidden 
richea should be brnught to light for ex- 
port ? Next, Victoria as tho commercial 
centre— must endeavor turuinain the com- 
mercial centre, and she will have nuod of 
her eneriji' a to do so . Are the eat.tern 
machines of no benefit to this end ] Will 
they not be in the, perhaps, near future f 
Excepting Victoria keeps her supremacy 
there will be very little labor hero for 
western machines, and no market for far- 
mers to supply. Vkruu-m Sir. 

Beacon Hill Park. 

To THE Editor:— I notice in the city 
council repurts and also in the speeches 
of the candidates for municipal honors, 
that reference is frequently made to tho 
improving of Beacon Hill ^urk. I for 
one do not think that the park needs 
much improving, nature having done so 
much for it. But what it (the park) doti» 
want is a good direct road leading to it 
from Government atrout, without the 
necesaity of having to go "goose fashion" 
on one plank through an alloy way to ra.ach 
it. Birdcage walk should be out through 
to Oarr street, or the alleyway eonneoting 
these two streets widened, or better still 
turned into a wide oreaeoiit, It would 
then be an ornament to the city and a 
bi'iiofit to the property holders in the 
vicinity. The proper y holders benefited 
should boar tho bulk of the coat, and tho 
city tho balance. If any of these schemes 
were carried out :;:nd the road from James 
bay bridge to the park boulevarded and 
shade trees planted on each aide, it would 
then be the handatunest drive and walk in 
tho city. The boulovardinti' and planting 
of trees should be done by tho city and 
charged to the property holders benefited 
— they to pay it back by yearly instal- 
ments on tho "frontaga tai" principle 
now go largely in use in American and 
Eastern Canada cities.

THE BYLAW TO REGULATE TEE 

SALH OF LIQUORS., 

Elrtev.hBre wc give in full Mr. Justice 
Gray's judgment in the appeal case of 
Tha Corporation vs. S. Clay. Tho de- 
fendant was convicted and fined fur sell- 
ing Jiqunr'iby retail on tfie Sabbath' dur- 
ing the hours that were prohibited by 
city bylaw. An appeal was taken to the 
supremo court and iMr. Justice Cray has 
decided that the defendant liaving taken 
out and paid iu advance for a license to 
retail liquors for a term before the passage 
of the bylaw could not bo affected by its 
provisi ins until after the expiration of 
that term. The conviction was therefore 
declared to be bad and tho appeal sus- 
tained with costs. It is understood that 
the corporation has no power to deal with 
the sale of liquors by hotels, and that any 
attempt to enforce the bylaw in that 
direction may be euccessfully resistod. It 
is proper to remark, according to Mr, 
Justice Gray, that, although tlie conric- 
tion in this case was bad, licenses taken 
out or renewed since the bylaw was passed 
are subject to its "rovi.-«iou.'!. 'J'ha bylaw, 
therefore, so far as such saloons are con- 
cerned, .stands. ' y . 

The Irish linysilisi JLcadcr lu- 
tct'vieived. 

New York, Jan. 26. — The Sun's Lon- 
don cablegram aays: The acknowledged 
leader of Irish royalists in the house of 
commons is Mayor Saunderson, conserva- 
tive member for Armagh. In an inter- 
view to-day Saunderson said loyalist in- 
fluence in parliament could not be gauged 
by Its numerical strength. Many Eng- 
lish and Scotch tory mumbers had prom- 
ised them support in their ellorts to breast 
the Parifdlite tide. 

"Do you believe the extraordinary agi- 
tation whiuh the loyalists have set ou 
foot has had its effect i" aske-il iL? re- 
porter. 

"Yes, enormous effect," was the re- 
sponse. "Orauireiam appeals strongly to 
Protestant England, and I am satislied 
that loyiilist inllueneo hud mora to do 
with reference to tho Irish question iu 
the Queen's speech than any other, and 
that the absonoe of distinct prnmiaes of 
local government in that document was 
duo to the same cause." 

Saunderson further intimated that he 
was not prepared to say the loyalists 
would not accept any proposal for local 
self-government fur Ireland. If a uiea- 
■lire were introduced in which the fran- 
chise was placed high enout>h to excludo 
the backbone of Parneliism, his colloacues 
would give it duo consideration and vote 
for it under certain circumstances. The 
local self government cry is so loud in 
tho present parliament that tho Orange 
faotiou cannot resist its influence, and 
Saunderadii-'aoknowledged thot he mnit 
bow to the almost universal popular will. 

Oapt. Jack Ckawford, the well known 
poet soout, formerly of this city, was 
shot in tho head a few days sgo while 

parleying with a band of hostile Indians 
in Arizona. Hia recovery is doubtful.

CBcforo .Sir. Justice Gray.) 

January '27lh, 1S8(>. 

IHK SALOON Ci.0.srNO DEOWIOX. 

McLabijn, ] In tho matter of Samuel Clay, 
■vs. y and "Tbe Retail License Kegu- 

Clat. ) latiouBy-Law, 1885"(No. 125.) 

This is au applicatiou to set aside a con- 
viction of the defendant for an alleged 
breach of'tho said By-Law made by Police 
Magistruto, Mr. Johnson, iu December last, 
and the impoBition of a fine of SoO or im- 
prisonment for one month, uulesa tho tine 
with costs bo paid. 

Tho Ist section of the By-Law, under 
which tbeofi'euce was charged, is as follows: 

1. No person shall open, or keep open, 
or permit to bs opened or kept open or 
assist in opening or keeping open any 
saloon, tavern or place for the sale of, or 
Bell, any inloxicatinj^ liipior by retail within 
the City of Victoria between twelve o.elook 
at night aud live o cloek iu the next fon'- 
uoon, ou any day, nor between ten o'clock 
in the forenoon and live o'clock iu tho 
flftornoon on Sunday; but thia elanse i;hull 
not apply to tho sale of liquor with a meal 
in an hotel or restaurant. ■ 

The object of thit? By-Law was good — its 
ouforoemout desirable. Tho ilefendaut Clay, 
u saloon keeper iu the Ciiy of Victoria, was 
guilty of ou infringemout of it, by keeping 
open his saloon for the sale of intoxicating 
Uquors on tho 21st aud 22nd Xov., and 
there soUiug intoxicating liquors by retail 
botwceu the hours of I'i p. ui. aud 5 a, m. 
tho next morning; was convicted and fluod; 
and on appeal now raises tho riuestion of 
the validity of the By-Law. 

That depends upon whether it is within 
the scope of tho jiowuvs conceded to the 
Council of the Corporation, viz., the 
"Municipalities .\ct of 1881," as controlled 
by tho British X. America Act of ISliT. 

Th» powers of the Council are deliuod iu 
Sect. lO-l of tho Municipalities Act. 18S1, 
nud as bearing ou thia question, are limited 
to two purposes. 

Ist. For raising a revenue for Muuioipul 
purposes. . • 

3ud. For the maiuteuauce of public 
morals. 

Sub-Bcotions 1, 2 and S are: 

1. i'or raiding a municipal revenue by 
licenses, taxes or rates upon piirsoua or 
upon real or personal property, and for 
regulating tho mode of assessing or collect- 
ing the same. 

2. Shop, saloon, tavern aud other 
licenses. 

3. Saloons, taverns nud billiard rooms. 
The primary object of any By-Lew under 

these three aub-soctlous would bo for 
revenue for municipal purposes, to bo 
raised by licenses, taxes or rates. 

But there are other objects the public iu- 
toreBta demand, besides money; for iu- 
Btanoe, decency, [,'ood onl'ir, public 
morality, q'hoso are t6 be Oiiforced by 
roguhitiouB, orders, penalties. 

Tho lat appertains to revenue, the 2nd lo 
police; and both are powov.t the Local 
Legislature had the undoubted right to con- 
fer on the muicipality. 

Bearing on the present question we v ast 
turn to sub-section 38, as conferring a power 
under the 2ud head, namely: "To orde^ 
and enforce the closing of saloons during 
such hours of the night and oh SnudayH as 
may be thought expedient." 

It will bo observed that Section 38 is limited 
to saloons. The term saloon, in English, baa 
uo absolute limited technical doAiiitiou, but by 
general acceptation when usod in Hunicipal 
and Police rci^ilattons, and by Its contiguity 
with other pHcoo of regqrt in the B. N. A. Act, 
1867, and tho provincial legislation thereon, 
may be described as a plnco of reception, oin-n 
to tho pi;blIo by municipal authority, for 
ainusemoiit or driiilting, bad or enjoyed upon 
tho premiscH. Snl<, <.•:;», as in this country so 
generally aecepteil, clilTer from taverns, 
rcataurauls or hotels, which are more par- 
ticularly licensed for travellers and lodgers, 
and which neccHHity and public convenience 
uoth requu'u, should as to hours and refruuh- 
ments, bo governed by dlllercnt rules. 
Saloons are not for purposes of rest or food, 
but for purposes of pkasurc, and in too many 
inata-nces, as shown by tho late Novembor and 
December As-iizes In Victoria, are degraded 
into placeB of drunkanncsH and crime. Un- 
doubtedly in tlie manageuiect of inunioiiial 
aliairs, tbe Council not only have tbe power, 
but it is their duty to make reuulations foi- 
tho maintenance of order and decouoy, and 
the provention of druuki-nnehH and criinc. 
Important, however, a.s in tlii.s duty, it must 
be carried out in subordination to tho Con- 
Btitution of tho country and tlin paramount 
law of the land. There is no Dominion liiw 
absolutely prohibiting the aalo of liquors in 
(Jauada, and tho ]>rovince cannot pan.-) 
any such law, as it would bo a direct 
intorferenco with "trade and commerce" 
—one of the subjects of legislation re- 
served exclusively for the Dominion par- 
liament. The power, therefore, given by 
the province to the' municipality must bo 
strictly limited as above set forth, both as 
to revenue and public morals — to regu- 
late, nut prohibit — and the raunicipnlily 
must act within tho expressed [jowers con- 
ferred by tho provincial legislaturo'-not 
an inch beyond — because however good, 
(heoretioally an object may bo it can only 
be enforced upon unwilling parties by 
Uw. English liberty admits of no indi- 
vidual restriction, except that which is 
clearly defined or recognized as law, and 
one contention on the part of the defend- 
ant by his counsel hero ia that thia bylaw 
operates as a general prohibition, and is 
not either for purposes of municipal 
revenue or within the limitation of the 
38th section. 

So far as thia bylaw embraces any place 
which is not a saloon — itia clearly beyond 
the power given — a tavern or a shop 
license does not come within the defini- 
tion of a snloon. A diatinctioti ia made 
between them in tho 2nd and 3rd sub- 
neotiouB, and though the two mi(.dit be 
under one roof or under one annex, it ia 
clear that a separata license might be de- 
manded for each, and one bo closed with- 
out the other. A conjunction mi^ht add 
to the difficulty of enforcing the law; but 
that is a matter of police regulation, and 
does not touch the principle. I also think 
when the power is given to close tho 
(aluon, it means the stopping of the sale 
of liquors on tbe premises, during tho 
prohibited hours — the one is incident to 
the other. It is not a restraint further 
than that which tho statute iinpcsso. 
Closinp; a saloon does not in its logal con- 
struction moan merely shutting the door, 
but it moans closing the business thoro 
carried on. Kor can such limited and 
local stoppage bo considered as a yenernl 
prohibition of sale — so as to bo any intor- 
ferenco with trade and commerce. It is 
simply a police regulation under compe- 
tent authority, that for good niunioipal 
ghvornmunt, tho buainess shall not bo 
carried on at certain times and in certain 
places under objectionable ctrcumutaiices. 
The powers of the municipality of Vic- 
toria were so clearly defined on these 
points in the case of tha Queen va. Yieux 
Violurd by myself in iJecoinber, 1881, 
that it is not neceaaaiy to add more — • 
further than that decision Iuid been fully 
confirmed and sustained by Hodge vs. 
the Qaaen, 9:h. B^r!^, 0. apj^eal cases, in 
1883, arid must how be" regarded as gov- 
erning law. But admitting that the by- 
law would bo goodjis to saloons, and that 
tha "olBsiiig" would comprehend tho 
stoppage of the sale of liquor on the 
premises it limited to saloons, the 
objection still remains-^-that thp bylaw 
declares "that no person shall flSll aPF-jn • 
toxicating liquor by retail within tho city 
of Victoria between 12 o'clock at night 
and 5 o'clock in the next forenoon on any 
day.". Under which sub-section of 



the munioipal.. powers can this bo 
brought t-^np expeption aa to place — no 

exception as to' circumstance— siokneas, 
iucdic.ll man — druggist shop license— or 
absolute unexpeoteU ueceasity for its use. 
Tha legislature deemed it pr<iper,lo autk-^ 
orizB interference with saloons — for nmny 
and good reasons — but where as to tho 
general public did ]it authorize this 
interforonce or rights acquired by license 
with private rights not so ruatrained, or 
assume that every vendor and vendee by 
retail of intoxicating liquors between those 
hours intended or was likely to use them 
for ompropor purposes, or to immoral 
ends, or contrary to law to tho public de- 
triment. "Nor between,'' it ada, "10 
o'elocfc in the foreabon aad 6>-o'ctook in 
the afternoon on Sunday, hut this clause 
shall not apply to the sale of liquors with 
a meal in an hotel, or restaurant." As 
punctnrition has no place in legal oon- 
atructiiui, and as tho term "clause" in- 
stead of "section" by grnmniatical con- 
struiuion, limita thia exception in favor 
of Sunday to the sale with a meal in an 
hotel or restaurant, the question naturally 
arises: Why this discrimination ? Why 
this exclusion of the tavern < Why this 
limitation to the hotel or restaurant ? and 
of tho hotel or restaurant to certain hours 
on Sundiky 7 It is plain that was not 
what was intended, even if it could bo as- 
sumed, that the object was to bring the 
restriction under sub-«eot, 34, "Public 
morals, including tha obsarvanco of tho 
Lord's day, ciominonly called Sunday." 

It is not to bo assumed that bocauao 
this particular bylaw may bo inefiectivo to 
the ends proposed, that therefore there is 
no law regulating sales of intoxicating 
liquor8,or punishing immoral and improp- 
er conduct resulting from their use or 
abuse in taverns, saloons, and other simi- 
lar places. Apart from tho powers con- 
ferred and tho penalties imposed by tho 
municipalities act with reference to of- 
foudord who attempts to carry on business 
without license and in ad- 
ditian to the power of revocation and sus- 
pension of the license, when taken out, in 
case of misconduct, the council at regular 
short pariuds have tho primary power of 
granting or refusing licensee, a poivi'.i- of 
2>reveution far more effective than tho pow- 
er of punishment. With rofuronco to cer- 
tain subjects the legislature has declared 
that the council shall have exceptional 
powers of regulation andlcgialation. What 
it has not declared to bo within that class 
of subjects cannot ba asauiiied. 

Had tho legislature intended that this 
"closing" power should oxtend to taverns 
and all and plaoes as well aa 
to aalomia it would have said so. Had it 
been deemed neceasaryfor public morais 
sub. see. 38 might have been niado us 
comprehensive aa subsections 'JsndS. 

Aa it stands tho bylaw in other respects 
is unreasonable, making no distinction as 
to places or requirements for invalids or 
travellers, and is objectionable as dis- 
criminating between hotels, restaurants 
andjtavonis,and co'npelling parties to pay , 
in particular places for what they du not 
require, in order that as travellers or iu 
validsthoy may got what at the time may 
be necessary for health or allevia- 
tion from pain. Why should 
a traveler or an invalid in his tavern be 
compelled to go o'lt to an hotel or restaur- 
ant — when the tavorn keeper pays a li- 
cense to give him — what ha is to get at 
the hotel or restaurant. 

It is tt'? es^ei'tisl qualification of a by- 
luiW that it should bo both reasonable and 
impartial — bearing on all alike. 

"There are still, however, two points 
remaining to bo considered. 

A bylaw may bo good in purt and bad 
in part — tiiid if it ba poasiblo to separato 
the good from the bad, it should be so 
separated and the validity of the bylaw 
maintained; but the psrts so separated 
must not be eonnooted, with, or essential 
to each other. Each niual be whole and 
coniploto to stand jut sc. 

It might bo puamblo by striking out 
every part of this bylaw, exoopl the words 
which refer to "Hit ch>.iiiig of mlo dtir- 
inij Ci-rtuin Iiuuis if (In: nujht and un 
datji to hold it good, .-.!id so far it might 
be held good a. t:^ oil lice iii^ ^ taken out 
for saloons after tho passing of the bylaw, 
namely the 4th of November, 1885; but 
it leaves an instance of l.uv mrtking that 
it would bo bittor to repeal and re-enact 
in proper form. 

Asbearing, ho>vevor, on the present case 
there in another ^jbjoclion which, even if 
so much of tho bylaw above mentioned 
weru held good, would render its applica- 
tion illegal. 

On tho trial th^ defoiidniit contended 
that the bylaw was illegal and inapplicable 
tu himself, as it was an interference with 
the rights acquired before the bylaw un- 
der his license from the council, which 
license was thep in full force and unex- 
pired. 

Mr. Johnson oTorruled this objection 
upon the ground that at the time the de- 
fendant took out his license he must be 
presumod to have known that the council 
tiad puw.er to rogulate his saloon and 
close it during certain hours, and that, 
therefore, tho bylaw was applicable to him. 

I regret that, in thia conclusion, I havo 
to differ from that learned and worthy 
magistrate. 

The isBuo of licenses is regulated by the 
License Ordinance, 1807, and The Muni- 
cipality Act of 1881. There are certain 
occupations delinod in the schedules to 
that ordinance and the act, which it is 
not permissible to carry on without hav- 
ing 6rst obtained a lioense so to do under 
a penalty of $250 for every such offence 
togetliDr with the amount of tho Itceuae 
fee— tho two together constituting one 
penalty ■ 

The licenses are made termiuablo twice 
a year on tho 30th day of June and tho 
31st day of December, the license fee 
must be paid in advance wjthout any de- 
duction in amount for shortness of period 
from commoncnment of buBiiiesB. 

The Bcliedulo specifies distinctly — tho 
buuinaos of a saloon keeper — ond tho form 
of license is simply "that A. B. has paid 

the sum of 3.- in respect of a license 

to and ia siititlod to carry on 

buBinesa or occupation of " ('i' tha 

Municipality Act — added "troin to 

188..) 

Neither in the ordinance, tho actH, tho 
schedule, or the license, is there any limita- 
tion as to tho time of honrp during which 
the business shall be carried on. 

A (parked destiuctiou exists between a 
mere persosal lioense or aibitrary perm is- 
sion, revocable at 'will,,raad a. niuuicipal 
licence for a stated period authorized by 
statiito imd based upon a peonniary consid- 
eration. gThe first ian -voluntary sufferance, 
tbe second is a statutory ooutract. Under 
tl;e licenses ordinance, 1807, and tho muui- 
cipalilioB act, 1881, tho term license bears 
the latter couHtruotion. 

It thus becomoB a contract between the 
liceuflingvpower aifd the licouseo for good 
consideration that during that period, each 
half year, terminable on the 30th of June 
aad 3J.st December, the busineKS may be 
carried ou subjcqt to the general- existing 
bylaw, whatever that may'bo;'"'^" • . 

There js nothing in the general law which 
says a man may not, with certain'exoeptions 
at) to Sundays, carry on his business during 
any hour of the day or night. 

Tho logislnturo trau:iferred thia pow'^r of 
isQuiug licenses apd raising a revouuo there- 



by to the muuicipalitios. It went farther, 
aud gave to tho mnuicipalitiss a power of 
closing saloons "during particular time." 
But that pi^wer was to be exercised. subject 
to this.iinnmtable.prihciples of justice, and 
the generolllaw of tbe land. . {.-j ^ .-, 
The intontibu of the legislature ianst-Tbe 
gathered from the whole of the munioipali- 
ties act and the general legislation of the 
province on tbe subject of licenses. Ex- 
post fiicto legislation is always objectiou- 
ablo; aud partienbuly so in cases like the 
presont, when the conaideration money for 
tho lii:enso bus to be paid in advance. 
AVheu tho legislature eutioted that stipula- 
tion, aud limited tho duration of the license 
to six mouths, it conclusively showed that 
during that period "faith" was to bo kept 
and nothing but a paramount overwhelming 
necessity could justify a breach of it on the 
part of tho licensing power. No such neces- 
sity here existed or hiis been shown. In 
six weeks from the passing of that bylaw 
every license expired. Its applicatiou to 
new licenses in principle could not be object- 
ed to. 

The l(!gislaturo itself had no power to 
authorize tho breaking of contracts. It 
trunsfen-fil none, it attempted to transfer 
none. It gave it.s siiving power for tho 
public interests in making these contracta 
extremely short. All that is required in 
bylaws to this end is to make them como 
into operutiou "ou the 1st of July" or the 
"1st day of January next." On tho days 
previbiiB the old contracts isxpire, and the 
licensee ttilces' out his new license or con- 
tract under the new law, and subject to 
any existing regnlatlous then iu force under 
tho uiunieipalities act. That act hos aub- 
stantiHlly adoi)ted tho license ordinanoti, 
18(17, its Hehrdulo .-'Cult's and terms, and has 
ut great length ilefiuod tho extended power 
given by tho logishituro to tho municipali- 
ties, nud has. by see. lutJ, expressly, on com- 
jilaiut, authorized the rovocntiou or sus- 
pension of liquor licenses. It would sap 
all contideuco in contracts with the corpora- 
tion it after largo sums paid for these 
licenses iu advnuce tho corporation could 
pass bylaws mutt.^rially depreciating the 
value of the liceuue. Iu cases of individual 
misoouduct the law provides for punish- 
inout or forfoitnre, but a bylaw of this 
nature violates the contract where there 
has b.jL'n no miseonduot. 

Wlien, thereforo, tho prosuinptioa that 
the power ol ])assing such a bylaw was 
known to the ilefi!Udent is urged by tho 
magistrate, it must equally be pres'xmed 
that the defendent knew that it could not 
be euf'.^rr<;ri against himself pending his 
contract. 

1 1 is uudo :ibtedly in (ho general interest 
of good order, morality, temperance, and 
the ])revention of crime, that a bylaw closing 
saloons during partisular times and hours 
should be passed and enforced, but uogood 
can bo obtained by a violation of principle. 

The conviction must be set aside with 

costs. 

Griiiiite CrccR. 

Mr. P. L. Trout has published a 
"Prospoctor'a Jlauual," which purports to 
bo a complete history of the Granite creek 
gold mines, with instructions as to how to 
gel to them, and what to do on arriving 
tliero.

Mr. Trout gives a brief history of tho 
discovery of L'old at Granite creek, and 
nam-'H the ot hor paying locations in tho im- 
mediafo vicinity. Hes-iya that on thenorth 
forkol the Siinilkameen river above eight 
mile creek whore the river ftows throuRS 
a cafion that niuoh resembles the oah-m 
of Cranite creek, there iiro diggings which 
aru iimnen.siily richor than Granite creek. 
Tho pamphlet contains a couple of maps, 
one of tha p.iying portion of Gratiito 
creak ihowina tho bolder of tho various 
claima. Mr. Trout diacusaea the healthi- 
ness of the places, and says that one un- 
furtuiiuto doctor was starved out for lack 
of patients. 

H« discusses also tho various routes to 
the mine) by the Hope trail — by the trail 
from Eagle i'lss through tho Spallum- 
cbeeii and other routes. He also leUs 
intending prospectors to whom to "ipply 
for infurin ition co.icerning tbe mini s and 
country generally. 

Mr. Troiit'.-i little book will doubtless 
supply a v.aiit, nnd onible nnaiiy besides 
miiiors to get an aciioaintaiiea with what 
will become one of the best known por- 
tions of tbe pruviiica. It is regretted 
that a few typographical inaccuracies havo 
crept into the work, attributable, doubt- 
less, lu the haste with which it seemed 
nogessary to get it out to meet the popu- 
lar demaud.

TURKEY. 
CoN.STANTiNCiri,!;, Jan. 27. — Tho in- 
habitants of Crete, three-fourths of whom 
aro Greeks, are excited over a prospect of 
tho arrival of the Glreek squadron. There 
are only two Turkish ironclads in Cretan 
waters, and they arc stationed in Zuba 
bay. They would bo unable to reaiat the 
progroas of the Greek fleet. The Turkish 
garrison on the island numbers 10,000 
men. 

Constantinople, Jan. 27. — M. Tzan- 
swthe, the Bulgarian foreign minister, is 
negotiating with tlie porte for a complete 
union between Bulgaria aud Eastern 
Roumolia with one legislature for both. 
The porte is friendly to tho scheme and 
an early settlement of the question is ex- 
pected. Turkish and Bulgarian troops ou 
tho frontier are on the best of terms. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Jan. 27. — Gladstone held a 
conference thia afternoon with Granvillo 
in regard to the resumption of othco by 
the liberals. Salisbury will have an in- 
terview to-day with W. H. Smith, yes- 
terday sworn in as chief secretary for 
Ireland. A meeting of the cabinet will 
kIso bo held to-day, after which tho min- 
isters will proceed to Osborne to place 
their resignation in tho hands of tho 
Queen. The crisis excites but little in 
terest among the general piiblie; and 
commercial and financial a£tairs are but 
slightly weaker. 

Consols opened one eighth lower. 

The defeat of the govornmont last 
night has left all political parlies in the 
house of couiinoHa in a itate sf chtioB, 
and may result in a dissolution of parlia- 
ment and an appeal to the country. 

Tho Pall Mall Gazette in a leading 
editorial points out as a sombro coinci- 
dence the fact that the Salisbury cabinet 
fell on the anniversary of tho death of 
Gen. Gordon, who was killed at [Cnar- 
toum Jan. 2G, 1885. Speculating on the 
probabilities of a now ministry tho Ga- 
rotte says that a slrcng ens could bo 
formed by Mr. Gladstone if he would 
take into it such mon as Jos. Chamber- 
lain, John Morloy, William S. Prostan 
Caine, Reginald R. P. Bratt, Sir 
George Russell, Lord Rose berry. 
Lord Hartingtou and Mr. Parnell. 
Mr. Parnell, the paper continues, will in 
any event bo virtually tho chief «ecr> tary 
for Ireland and he might as well be taken 
into the cabinet first as last. In oonclu- 
sinn the Gazette says if Mr. Gladstone 
will form his cabinet of tbe material sug- 
Xested he will secure for himself the pros- 
pect of a strong and stable government. 
i?gTho Globe, cousorvntivn, says it is 
rumored that Mr. Parnell has resolved to 
uso home rule to overthrow Mr. Gladstone 
at tho first opportunity that presents itself 
should tha liberals assume power. Mr. 
Parnell will da this for tlie purpose of ex- 
hibiting to the Iri-^b abroad his power in 
order to stinuilato donations to the Parnell- 
ito tre-.isnry, which was nearly drained by 
tho recent elections. The Globe is also 
authority for tho Btatement that Mr. Olad- 
ston-j's new cabinet will be mainly radical, 
and that it will introduce a measure of 
English and Irish land policy designed to 
settle the Irish question without conceding 
home rule in any form. In this way Mr. 
Gladstone hopes to obtain tho suppoit of 
both radicals and Pnruellites. Salisbury ia

The regular io6otin|5 :;of7he oity^ooua- 
cil was held last evening (it 8 o'clock. ' 

Present — His Worship Mayor Fell and 
Couns. Grant, Styles, Robertson, Hig- 
gina, Lipsatt, Humber, Smith, Vigelius 
and Barnard. 

Tho minutes of last regular meeting 
were read and adopted. 

IKAUOUUAL. 

His worship said that this being the Srst 
regular meeting he would make a fe w re- 
marks on the business of tho municipal 
year. He had been a member of the 
council twenty years ago, since whioh 
time Victoria had made rapid strides. At 
that timo they had no power to collect 
ono dollar, and two of thu council then 
advanced §200, which had not yot been 
refunded. Now tho revenue of the city 
was §LuO,000, and such being the case, 
what a change might be expected within 
the next ton years. It therefore behoved 
the management of civic affairs to care- 
fully provide for the future. First of all 
he would say that those who had tho 
oioctrio light had a largo responsibility. 
A inistako had been made in introducing 
the light, for it had not yot proved a sue- 
ceaa anywhere, and it would have been 
well to wait until it had before introduc- 
ing it. The sum voted for tho electric 
light had no o-tiatenco with this council 
having boon disbursed by the late coun- 
cil. The city could have been lighted for 
84,000 per .year by gaa, with double the 
number of lights they had ever before. 
The gas company 'injurod the streets moro 
than anything else, and pipes should be 
taxed. Gas should bo given to consumers 
at §1 ilO per thousand, and tho state of 
things should not continue as at present. 
The drainage ayatora was also an impor- 
tant work. Twenty years ago he had 
suggested a plan which had not as yet 
beun improved on, and he did not think 
if would bo by tho luminaries who wore 
to be imported from nobody knows 
where. (Mr. Fell hero disclosed his 
system.') Sections of tho press had 
advertised this as an unhealthy city, but 
in point of fact it was the most healthy 
city on the PaoiGo coast. Many of the 
old settlers had led a fast life and had- 
become broken in health, whilu others 
who had baen accustomed to hardship in 
the mountains, wero tieatod for their 
complaints brought on by such exposure 
in Victoria, thus adding to thu number of 
those reported as sick. The youth now 
growing up wero as healthy as any on the 
continent, and were favored with a school 
syatoin aecuiid to none in tfc Doiniliioii. 
Considering overything ho did not think 
that drainage was necessary as a w'lolo, 
l)ut should be constructed iiiecenieal. The 
sanitary condition of the city was im- 
portant, and for tho [last two luoiiths thu 
streets were a di.fgruce to any city. This 
should not be, and stops shonkl bo taken 
tijid year to obviate audi d coiii^ition of 
affairs. Ashes should bu carted away 
every morning, and not kept for weeks 
in rear promises; uU closots should be 
looked after by a proper sanitary oLKcor. 
The Chinese ([uarter could bo greatly im- 
proved, though its sanitary condition was 
better than many suctions of European 
cities Tho printing committee had a 
difficult matter to settle. Tho contract 
systtjiii would ha the means of cutting 
rates, though he did not believe in mak- 
ing anyone work for glory. He hoped 
the committee would devise satisfactory 
ways and means. There was a chiiigo 
from a volunteer to a paid fire depart- 
uiont, and the liru comrai"ae lie liopad 
would do everything in thoir power to 
keep tho new department cllicient. A 
great deal of dissatisfaction was expressed 
about tho aasessment roll, and in this re- 
gard he believed that the assessment of 
every taxpayer sliould bo printed and dis- 
tributed. 'The water-works de[ rtmont 
caused a vast outlay, and though this was 
the case, they attll had an iusullicient 
water supply. Means should be found lo 
supply water for 8160,000 inhabitants, nnd 
tio less. The cost would not be much 
more for that number than for 50,000. He 
thought a 21-inch pipe ahonld be laid from 
the centre of tho lake, iiistoad of from a 
l.iog as at ]ireseut. (.VpplauHe.) Tho ceme- 
tery and parka wore jioxt in order. IIo had 
a suggestion to plant tho streets -,vith various 
kinds of trees; and there wns nothing that 
would so mnoh add to tho beauty of the 
citj' as shads trees in the streets. Tho 
cemetery. should be iiniuoved; Uoacoii Hill 
park should bo beautified with drivoa and 
walks, with a platform for 200 couples, at 
least, so that dancing could be held in the 
open air instead of in close staify rooms. 
He would have $100,000 spent ou the park, 
if funds would so allow; but of course that 
was anticipating events. As to the next 
iiuportaut item — police, he would say the 
frequent recurronoo of robberies iu the city 
of late called for a romody, and he felt that 
the men placed ou the police coniiiiittoe 
were tho iiion to do it. So many chickoua 
were stolen that it wouldsoon boimposgiblp 
(o secure a fowl for love or money. (Laufih- 
ter.) Hacks and drays was a new commit- 
tee, and he would snggest that all hook and 
dray men should bo furnished with ahadge. 
There should be a fixed scale of price so 
that extortion could not be made. Thocab 
atands should bo changed, as the present 
ono was too large, and stands should be 
plaeod iu dill'orenL parts of the city, .suuio as 
done in tho large centres. Finanee was an- 
other important ([Uestion. Ono questiou 
he would like to sco carried out. 
The local govornuicnt dipped their h'lnds 
into tho pockets of citizens for a coiisider- 
nblo sum auuually. It was his opinion that 
all tuxoB collected iu Victoria should go to 
the nmnicipal oot(i)eil, and not be spent un 
the Fraser river and other parts of the coun- 
try. (Applause.) Tho license system should 
be reotitied, and every ono who opened 
a business be compelled to pay 
his liconEo before opening his doors. A 
strict account should be kept of every 
payment tnade in the tinanoe department 
and at the end of tho year published so 
that the public may know how their mon- 
ey has been spent. Tho streets — the fiide- 
walks had liaen taken over by a former 
council, and much injuatice had been done 
in tho manner sidewalks hod been made 
— private citi^ons who had biiilt tl^eni 
should have been recouped at a VA'tiaticu, 
Lmd in the outlying districts had been 
^nc^easod in value by tho growth of the 
city, and instead of buildini; the streets 
tho owners should bo made to build, grade 
^nd metal thorn and thon tho city wou^ 
afterwards take care of them. 

Political tricksters would have no ooun- 
tenance from him, and it was by consider- 
ing such that inunicipal government in 
other towns had booomo ftreptoaoh and 
a corruption. Tho funds of the city should 
never bo made lha spoils of a political 
party. Tho conduct of the eoanoil was jf) 
their hands and he would loo^ tfl tlfpnq 
for the proper pondflot of the buajnesa, 
fhoir efiii should bp nhoye criticiai^i, an^ 
if thoy had oocaaioii to ask tho citizens for 
a loan of a lavge an)ount and it was grant- 
ed, they should not pay off old scores.. witlf 
it as had been done ;b.y 'tb% lateV .cpt^^^ 
whose debept\ire»J?rpre ^p^,, lying in 
the bank saf*,-^ ^He woiiJd now oonglu^e 
i^nd leave tho oounoiUa giiide their. iQove-;
